Major-General Sir 
Isaac Brock is well-known 
for his leadership during 
the War of 1812 and three 
MPP's will be standing in 
Queen's Park to make 
sure the historical figure 
is well-known across 
Canada. 

If approved, a private 
member's bill introduced 
by Leeds-Greenville MPP 
Steve Clark would pro¬ 
claim Oct. 13 to be Sir 
Isaac Brock Day, says 
Liberal MPP Kim Craitor. 

The bill is co-spon- 
sored by Craitor and 
Welland MPP Cindy 
Forster from the NDP 
party. 

This is a historical 
moment, because it's the 
first time three MPPs from 
different political parties 
have co-sponsored a bill, 
says Craitor

Craitor says the pro¬ 
posed bill is also special 
for another reason—it isn't 
following typical protocol 
for bills. 


The bill was first read at 
Queen's Park on Feb. 22 . 

Today, the bill will 
undergo discussion and 
members of provincial par¬ 
liament will vote on it right 

Usually, when a bill is 
introduced, it's brought 


before committee mem¬ 
bers and debated. After 
debate, a bill is submited 
to members of Queen's 
Park and the bill under¬ 
goes go through a second 
and third reading . This 
process could take years 
before a bill passes, Craitor 


explains.. 

On Oct. 13 in 1812, 
Brock was wounded by a 
sharpshooter's musket ball 
when he was leading his 
troops in the Battle of 
Queenston Hieghts, which 
was a significant event in 
the War of 1812, says 


Various institutions and 
places including Brock 
University, the City of 
Brockville and the General 
Brock Parkway are all 
namesakes of the histori¬ 
cal figure. However, these 
historic locations are only 


well-known known to 
Niagara residents, says 

The MPP says he hopes 
the day dedicated to Brock 
will educate Canadians 
and make the historical 
figure well-known across 
Canada.

father-in-law enjoys all the 
comforts of home with his 
own bedroom, an a dining 
room where staff and resi¬ 
dents enjoy regular meals. 

The daughter-in-law 
says the staff at Pioneer 
Elder Care go above and 
beyond what is expected of 
them. 

When Eric first came to 
live in the home a month 
ago, the staff asked if there 
was anything special he 
liked. 

"They made sure they 
had's Eric's favourite —rai- 

Staff also held a 
Superbowl party and invited 
the residents' families to a 
party with treats and a few 
decorations. 

"It's the little things they 
do that makes a big differ¬ 
ence. If my father-in-law 
has a specific interest. 
Pioneer is happy to make it 
happen." 

The staff at Pioneer Elder 
Care can do all of these 
"small things," because of 
the staff to patient ratio. 

The care facility only 


houses 10 people at a time. 

There is a full-time reg¬ 
istered nurse on site and at 
least two personal support 
workers, says Forstinger. 

Since coming to the 
home in February, 
Forstinger says she has seen 
a big change in her father- 

"At first, all he wanted to 
do was stay in bed. Now, 
Eric might have a nap in the 
afternoon but living here 
has made a huge difference 
for him. He's even using a 
walker now instead of a 
wheelchair." 

Forstinger attributes this 
change to the home's invit¬ 
ing atmosphere. 

"It's just like living with 
Eric in his own place. There 
isn't medical equipment 
everywhere and it doesn't 
have that hospital feel." 

There are still five spaces 
open for families who need 
to find permanent care for 
their loved ones.

Loyal worker 
unhappy with 
treatment 

I am writing this letter 
to inform and perhaps 
encourage change in the 
way seasonal employees 
are treated within the 
Town of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

I was a loyal seasonal 
employee with the parks 
department for the past 
three years. 

When the time came to 
apply for the 2012 sea¬ 
son, I submitted my 
resume but did not hear 
from anyone regarding 
an interview. 

I spoke with my super¬ 
visor and he told me that 


he was unable to answer 
any of my questions and 
to contact the human 
resources department. 

The human resources 
department told me that 
interviews were happen¬ 
ing, but my name was on 
a list of employees not to 
rehire and that I would 
not receive an interview. 

I know that job perfor¬ 
mance is not the under¬ 
lying issue. I have never 
received a negative com¬ 
ment or a suggestion 
indicating a need to 
improve in any area. 

I received many com¬ 
pliments and positive 
feedback throughout my 
employment with the 
Town. 

I followed and exceed¬ 
ed all of the expectations 
laid out in my job 
description. 


I was never late, nor 
did I miss any days of 

I was proud to be a 
part of a town that main¬ 
tained such high stan¬ 
dards for their commu- 

I looked forward to 
going to work every, sin¬ 
gle day and was hoping 
to one day secure a full 
time position. 

What an amazing town 
to work for, members of 
the community would 
give us gift cards and 
send in letters explaining 
how the work we did in 
the parks, complimented 
their yards. 

We always felt so 
appreciated! 

When I finally spoke to 
someone higher up, I 
was told that I was not 
being hired back because 


my department was 
essentially downsizing. 

So I am confused, the 
human resources depart¬ 
ment told me there were 
interviews happening for 
the parks department. 

Is the parks depart¬ 
ment really downsizing? 

If so, why would 
employment opportuni¬ 
ties for the positions we 
held, be posted on the 
Town's website? I was 
also told by HR that my 
name was included on a 
list of people not to be 
rehired? 

Who made this list and 
what were the criteria? 
Over the summer, there 
was talk of bringing in a 
union to NOTL. 

The seasonal employ¬ 
ees did not initiate union 
involvement. A part of 
me wonders if the union 


talk created a problem 
and became a compo¬ 
nent in the criteria for 
this list. I just don't 
understand why each 
level of management is 
saying the decision was 
made by the other. 

There are a group of 
workers who are not 
being re-hired. A group 
of hardworking, honest, 
people, who have done 
nothing wrong, who have 
worked for NOTL for 
many years. 

I realize that as a sea¬ 
sonal employee there is 
no job security, however, 
there has to be some 
accountability for what 
has happened to not 
only myself, but to the 
other employees who 
have unexpectedly lost 
their job. 

When the season ends 


we count on being hired 
back, we do our job well 
and have never been led 
to believe otherwise. 

Why is this year so dif¬ 
ferent, when job perfor¬ 
mance is clearly not the 

We should have been 
informed as soon as 
management made the 
decision that we were 
not going to be rehired. 
The reason for not being 
rehired is still unclear, as 

I am sure most, if not 
all of the positions will 
be filled once again this 
year by new employees. 

We worked hard, we 
cared and what hap¬ 
pened to us matters, it 
affects all of our families.

Valentina Kazakova is an 
accomplished pianist with a 
passion for teaching and 
she wants to share her love 
for music with the people in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake.
